b. Species II, drawn to a multilayer wiring board wherein when the power source 
through holes pass through the grounding conductive layer of the inner layer in the 
multilayer core substrate, of the plurality of power source through holes, at least a 
power source through hole just below the IC or 70% or more power source through 
holes having no conductive circuit extending from the power source through hole in the 
grounding conductive layer or when the grounding through holes pass through power 
source conductive layer of the inner layer in the multilayer core substrate, of the plurality 
of grounding through holes, at least a grounding through hole just below the IC or 70% 
or more ground through holes having no conductive circuit extending from the 
grounding through hole in the power source conductive layer. 

2. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply
